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MORBIDITY  SURVEY. 


As  the  g'eneral  health  of  the  population  improves  and  new  discoveries 
continue  to  be  made  the  causes  of  ill  health  become  increasingly  dominated  by  a 
select  group  of  conditions  which  are  viewed  by  the  public  in  many  different  ways 
and  often  with  astonishing  inconsistency.  The  most  important  causes  of  ill  health 
are  determined  either  by  the  extreme  frequency  with  which  they  occur  or  by  their 
severity  and  liability  to  lead  to  a  chronic  condition  more  dilffcult  or  impossible  to 
remedy.  Fortunately  in  only  a  few  cases  are  both  these  criteria  present  to  a  marked 
degree.  The  following  6  groups  are  responsible  for  the  bulk  of  ill  health. 

1.  The  degenerative  diseases  of  old  age  which  are  in  the  main  dependant  on 
an  unhealthy  state  of  the  arteries.  Continued  medical  research  is  the  chief  hope 
for  improvement  here.  Such  research  has  become  increasingly  important  of  late, 
due  to  the  earlier  onset  in  certain  people  of  degenerative  changes  which  have  made 
coronary  thrombosis  a  disease  to  be  feared  by  middle-aged  people  who  are  often 
otherwise  perfectly  healthy.  As  new  facts  emerge  the  need  for  public  co-operation 
will  grow.  At  present  we  are  largely  limited  to  an  enlightened  policy  in  dealing 
with  the  aged  and  in  trying  to  mitigate  as  far  as  possible  the  ills  of  the  declining 
years. 

2.  Cancer  in  all  its  forms  is  also  relatively  common  and  still  in  many  cases  the 
cause  of  premature  invalidism  and  death.  Here  the  stakes  for  research  and  cure 
are  much  higher  as  the  age  incidence  is  lower  and  prevention  and  cure  may  lead 
to  many  more  years  of  useful  life.  It  should  never  be  forgotten  that  many  types 
of  malignant  disease  can  now  be  cured  if  they  are  discovered  early  enough.  Fear 
of  learning  the  truth  prevents  many  people  from  seeking  advice. 

3.  Rheumatic  diseases  remain  common  and  vary  widely  in  their  severity  and 
disabling  power.  Most  of  them  are  painful  which  ensures  the  respect  of  the  patient 
and  an  early  request  for  treatment.  Some  improvement  in  methods  of  treatment 
has  been  evident  in  recent  years  but  much  remains  to  be  done.  Rheumatic  fever 
has  fortunately  become  much  less  common  and  it  may  be  that  better  housing  and 
nutrition  have  played  a  part  in  this  reduced  incidence. 

4.  Respiratory  Diseases.  The  common  cold  by  its  tremendous  frequency  and 
infectivity  causes  immense  wastage  of  time  and  money  to  the  country  as  a  whole. 
From  the  personal  point  of  view  the  majority  of  cases  only  cause  a  minimum  of 
inconvenience  which  tends  to  disguise  its  importance.  Colds  that  do  not  clear  up 
in  the  space  of  a  few  days  are  a  frequent  cause  of  worse  conditions  ensuing. 
Many  cases  of  sinusitis  and  bronchitis  would  not  occur  if  common  cold  could  be 
avoided.  A  greater  amount  of  care  by  the  public  could  at  least  limit  the  spread 
of  the  upper  respiratory  infections  and  this  is  particularly  important  in  the  case 
of  young  children.  The  continued  fight  for  cleaner  air  must  also  in  time  show 
results  as  the  incidence  of  most  of  these  conditions  is  higher  during  periods  of 
smog. 


5.  Mental  Ill  Health.  Striking  improvements  in  the  treatment  of  some  of  the 
more  severe  ailments  is  welcome,  but  little  progress  has  been  made  in  the  preven¬ 
tion  and  treatment  of  the  much  greater  numbers  suffering  from  chronic  symptoms 


which  are  the  results  of  disordered  emotions  which  often  plague  the  sufferers  and 
their  families  for  long  periods.  Here  surely  is  a  field  where  a  more  determined 
effort  should  be  made  to  advise  and  educate  in  early  life. 

6.  Finally  we  are  left  with  accidents.  At  home,  at  work,  and  on  the  roads, 
the  toll  is  beyond  belief.  If  the  casualties  due  to  accidents  were  caused  by  a 
disease  there  would  be  a  public  outcry  and  near  panic,  yet  on  the  whole  the  public 
is  not  accident  conscious.  This  is  one  of  the  few  spheres  where  a  little  fear  would 
be  welcome,  yet  we  find  that  any  poster  which  frankly  depicts  the  results  of 
accidents  arouses  a  storm  of  protest  as  being  too  horrifying.  Children  in  particular 
are  frequently  caused  agonising  pain,  disfigurement,  and  disablement  due  to 
burning  accidents,  but  over  a  period  what  is  the  impact  compared  with  one  case 
of  poliomyelitis  where  the  chances  of  disablement  are  comparatively  small? 

The  obvious  task  is  to  influence  the  public  to  think  again  regarding  their 
attitude  towards  these  things  which  threaten  them  most.  Education  and  propa¬ 
ganda  must  continue  at  all  levels  but  every  enlightened  citizen  must  lose  no 
opportunity  of  adding  to  the  general  knowledge  and  encouraging  the  more  back¬ 
ward  to  take  advantage  of  what  methods  of  prevention  are  available. 

While  the  last  thing  we  want  is  a  blind  acceptance  of  all  technical  advice, 
I  would  submit  that  although  the  public  has  never  been  so  disease  conscious  as 
now,  there  are  far  too  many  who  cannot  bring  themselves  to  accept  impartial 
professional  advice  or  who  accept  it  but  take  no  active  steps  to  follow  it.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district. 

The  number  of  visits  during  the  year  was  1,031  and  the  carcases  and  organs 
of  3,035  animals  were  inspected. 

The  inspection  of  meat  during  the  year  entailed  visiting  the  slaughterhouses 
on  four  Sundays. 

The  mutual  aid  scheme  with  Skelton  and  Brotton  and  Loftus  Urban  District 
Councils  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year;  the  Public  Health  Inspector  from 
Skelton  and  Brotton  Urban  District  Council  made  twelve  visits  to  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  this  area,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  to  Loftus  Urban  District  Council 
made  three  visits,  and  I  made  eight  visits  to  the  area  of  Skelton  and  Brotton.

LICENSED  PREMISES. 

All  licensed  premises  in  the  area  have  been  visited  for  the  purpose  of  checking 
sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities,  and  general  conditions  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  area,  the  larger  site  being  under  the 
control  of  the  Local  Authority  and  providing  accommodation  for  approximately 
350  caravans,  and  a  smaller  site  which  has  accommodation  for  four  caravans. 

Facilities  provided  on  these  sites  consist  of  water  closets,  washing  facilities, 
piped  water  supply,  and  waste  water  drainage. 

One  application  was  received  and  granted  to  station  three  caravans  in 
connection  with  the  fairground  at  Old  Saltburn  for  the  summer  period. 

SHOP  ACTS  —  SANITARY  AND  WASHING  ACCOMMODATION. 

Inspections  were  made  at  shops  for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  adequacy 
of  sanitary  and  washing  accommodation. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

One  part-time  Rodent  Operator  has  been  employed  in  the  area  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection  and  surveyingf  for  the  carrying-  out  of  treatments. 

During  the  year  three  major  infestations  and  sixty-seven  minor  infestations 
were  treated. 

The  co-operation  of  residents  in  the  area  is  good  and  as  a  result  of  this 
treatments  can  be  carried  out  quickly  and  the  infestations  do  not  develop. 

During  the  year  two  treatments  were  carried  out  to  the  sewers  in  the  area 
and  infestations  of  rats  were  found  in  twelve  manholes  and  thirty-nine  manholes 
in  the  first  and  second  treatments,  respectively.

The  gauges  are  in  protected  positions  and  no  damage  was  experienced 
during  the  year.

The  selection  of  tenants  by  the  Council  is  made  on  a  Points’  Scheme  basis 
plus  an  actual  check  on  the  living  conditions  of  applicants. 

There  were  three  vacancies  in  accommodation  for  elderly  persons  and  six 
bungalows  for  elderly  persons  were  constructed  during  the  year. 

Nine  applications  were  received  for  permission  to  take  lodgers  and  per¬ 
mission  was  granted  in  each  case. 

Fourteen  applications  were  received  for  housing  exchanges,  all  of  which 
the  Council  agreed  to.
